Tlie ^Relaxed Terms. 

Tbo Ottawa tlisimtch which we place 
before our readers this morning is, wo 
may state, from a source which phicos 
itS'.-truthfulucHS altogether boyoud 
question. It will now be seen how ac- 
curately this journal has furecaKt the 
situation from the vci-y first. It will 
also be seen how veuy Buccessful han 
been Mr. AValkom's misBion! When 
the correspondence comes to bo pub 
lished, as wo Rhall take care that it iis 
in duo time, the public will nee still 
mo^'O clearly that the position taken by 
.th^i9ju^nal,wa8 right, and that the 
ooarse of the Government vras wrong 
— Jiuch as to delay tlio commencement 
■of railway construction for a whole 
season and bring the Pivjvinco into u 
false position both at Ottnwa aiul Ijon- 
dou — such as might have resulted still 
more diBa^trouBly to tlie' country had 
Mr;' Mackenzie been a -vindictive man . 

Representation* 

.. The existing division of the country 
into electoral districts and the distri- 
"bution of representation were made 
in a hurry, and wore never intended 

to be of long duration. It will bo the 
duty of Parliament to readjust the 
basis of ropresentation at Uio very 
first opportunity. In doing this it 
willjirohably be sought as far as ])Os- 
sible to maintain the existing prii[jor- 
tions of representation alottod to the 
tyvo sections of the Province; and i n 
order to do that it will very likely bo 
necessary to inci-ease the number of 
members in the Legislature, as there 
.is always a great unwillingness to re- 
linqaish representation. There can bo 
little difficulty in placing two addi- 
tional members. Gassiar has sprung 
into existence since the constitution 
was made, and it lias already attained 
that status which entitles it to send a 
roprOHontativo to Parliament. L'assiar 
and the coast settlements ought to be 
ereotedv ii into an electoral district. 
AVhon Nanairao wasput off with only one 
moiubor a palpableinjustice was (lone. 
If population bo taken as the Ijasis, 
Nauaimo would, by coinjiarison with 
other districts, bo entitled to three, if 
not more, rejjresentatives. If jiroduc- 
tiveness be taken »3 the basis, her 
claims wojild not be diminished. But 
we are going to bo extremely moder- 
ate and ask for only one additional ' 
member, — a request which no honest 
and fair-minded man can deu}-. It 
has been admitted on all hands that 
Nanaimo is, and was from the first, 
fairly entitlisd to send two members 
to the House. Even Mr. "Walkein ad- 
mitted that when, twelve months ago, 
he rather indiscreetly )n-eseuted him- 
self upon a public platform in that 
town. Upon that occasion be 
promised to assist in obtaining justice 
for Nanaimo in this rcspuct, a promise 
which he did not keo]). It seems im- 
possible to doubt that, whenever the 
work of readju.stuieiit shall be taken 
up, another member will bo alotted to 
Nanaimo. Audit Hcems probable that 
here 'the increase of representation 
shall stop, and it will be observed tliat 
these two adilitioiis would not disturb 
the sectional eipiilibriuin ali'cady ad- 
verted to. On the Mainliind, and pei- 
liaps on the Island, there are some 
districts enjoying a plurality of repre- 
sentation that might be divided with 
advantage. Take, for instance, the 
Yale District. It sends three members 
and is not only unwieldly in extent 
but has interests in some measure! in- 
harmonious. I'iio siuiie may lie said 
respecting the Cariboo District and 
the Kootenay District. Whether Par- 
liament will be disposed to go beyond 
jnerely" creating the new district of 
Oassiar and giving Nanaimo another 
member may bo open to question, for 
the work of redistribuliun o! represc.'ii ■ 
tation is proverljially distasteful to 
P/wlianients; but we take it for grant- 
ed that another snssion shall not pass 
over without the former and more im- 
portant part of the work being done.

Westminster are suffloiently public- 
spirited to tax themselves for city im- 
provements, and do not expect every- 
thing done for them at tiio gouoial 
expense; and why should uofc Nanai- 
mo? It would be well that they 
should 1)0 imprcissed with the whole- 
bomo soutiment of the axiom that God 
lioliis those who help thenisolves. If 
tl'C Nanaimoitos prefer the cheap nad 
nasty, and like their money better 
than improvements and decency, so 
be it, but lot us hear no grumbling 
about it." 

The ])eople of Nanaimo have during 
the past tiftoen or twenty years con- 
fributed their full (piota of taxation. 
.Vt the pr(!sent time their contribii- 
tiouH in direct taxes alone do not fall 
much short of four thoustuid dollius, 
and if the town is in the pitiful plight 
our contem])orary says it is, that only 
proves how luijustly it has boon treat- 
ed. Why, we should liko to know, is 
not Nanaimo entitled to a fair sbaro of 
public expenditure aa well as any 
other community in the Province? We 
have no hesitation in saying that the 
above is a wanton and atrocious slan- 
der iiiion one of tlie most iiniiortaiit, 
productive and respoctahlo connmiiii- 
ties ill liritish Columbia. If the ])eo- 
]ile of Xaiuiimo have exhibited a want 
of "jmblic spirit" at all it is in having 
(piietly and uncomplainingly submitt- 
ed to continued injustice at the hands 
of the Government. Talk about Na- 
naimo "fidlows preferring- cheap and 
nr.sty"! The ]iiH)ple of Naiuiiiiio are 
honest men, working for a respectable 
living; and that is ratherj nioro than 
our contemporary can claim for its 
masters.

If the scheme 
should prove successful tho monoy to re- 
main to tho credit of the vessel as a sub- 
sidy, and if it should prove a failure, the 
vessel to bo sold and the proceeds . to be 
refunded to tho Government. If it should 
succeed Canada will secure the greater 
jiart of tho grain carrying trade, and 
<lealora will be enabled to ship timber 
and deals at all seasons of the year.

London, Nov. oth. — The controver- 
ay iibout the baptism and the confirm- 
ation of tbo Archbishop of Canterbury 
fitill coiitiuuos in the ohui'ch journals. 
Tho facts appear to be these. Dr. Tait 
was born iu Scotland, of Presbyterian 
])arents, wlio cared little about bap- 
tism. When ho was an infant ho was 
at one time Tory ill, and was Hupposed 
to bo dying, and ho savH that at this 
tinu) his iiurso, an old Scotch womau, 
baptized liiin. This baptism would bo 
a good Olio, oven in tlic eye of the Ro- 
man Catholic ('liiireh, if it woi'o done 
witli tho proper intention and with the 
esseatial words. Bat no evidence ex- 
ists of these facts, and no other bap- 
tism vias over administered to the 
child, who is now Aiciibishoi) of Can- 
tovbuiy. When ho grow lip to bo a 
young man he becaine an I'^jiiscopal- 
ian, aud v,-lion he was n student at 
Ibilliol, Oxford, ho was coufirmed by 
Bishop Bagot. After the confirmation 
the Bislio]) loarnod that Mr. Tait had 
novcr been baptized save in tho way 
just described. The Bishop sent for 
him in great disitrcr.s. "Mr. Tait," 
said lie, "confirmation cauiiot be duly 
given to any one who has not been 
validly christened, I have confirmed 
you in ignorniioQ; go and be baptized 
for security'u sake, and then como to 
mo again for continuation." Mr. Tait 
tloclined to do anything of tho kind, 
nud thus tho case stands. If ho was 
not validly baptized his confirmation 
was void, and all the subsequent sa- 
cramonts administered to him and by 
him aro void also, ITo has ordained 
about three liiuidrcd priests, but if ho 
liimsiolf has never been validly ordain- 
ed their ordinixtions aro void. Tlio 
Bishop of Winchester has been asked 
to take some steps in the matter, but 
ho has declined to do this, although 
admitting that "tlie subject may be of 
interest to cburcliiiien," Maybe! I 
should think it would bo of all sub- 
jects the most interesting, at least to 
tbe three hundred clergymen •who 
have been ordained by ArcUbishop 
Tait and who, if bo be unbaptlzod, 
havo never been validly ordained.

Treaty.

resolutions were ad()))t(!d. 

Wliei'oaH it li,-\s been brought to tho i 
notice of tho ^lanufnctni'ing Chcinislb' 
Ai^ociation of the United States that 
there has boon transmitted to the Sen- 
ate a copy of a proposed reciprocity 
treaty with (,'anada, and whereas tlie 
provisions, in the opinion of tliis As- 
Hocuatioii, aro inimical to tho best in- 
terests of our peo])lc and to tho re- 
venues of the Government; therefore

Resolved, That a knowledge of the 
foi'ogcing treaty has filled us with 
alarm at tho conseqiiriiecs which are 
likely to result lotho productive iu- 
dustricri of llio couutiy. 

lUiSolvod, That this alarm arises iK)t 
alouo from the fear of Canadian coni- 
pstition, but as -well from tho apnrn- 
honHi(ni that Caniida will, by tho yuo- 
visions of this treaty, becoino tiio 
great ciitropol for the reception of 
goody from all parts of tlio world, to 
be legially smuggled into the United 
State. 

Resolved, That this treaty inaugu- 
rates free trade in its most obnoxious 
form, and if tho priuciplo is iVillowcd 

II) 1 and applit'd in botii countries, it 
may involve tlio necessity of colhu't ing 
the entire rovouuoa of the Government 
by internal taxation.
